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HE advantages of a publication 

of this kind to the practitioner in- 
medicine, are ('tis preſumed) too ob- 
vious to need enumeration ; I ſhall, 
therefore, only premiſe a few neceſſary 
obſervations relative to the work itſelf. 


I. The doſes of medicines, &c. are 
fet down as for adults; and therefore, 
the preſcriber will eaſily vary them for 
other ages.

For brevity's ſake 
I have, in many places, uſed the word 
frequenter ; by which I would have it 
underſtood, that every three, four, ſix, 
eight, &c. hours are. meant, according 
to the exigency of the caſe. 


III. When any particular indication 
is to be obſerved, the claſſes (as cathar- 
tics, diuretics, aſtringents, &c.) may 
be referred to; under which heads, as 
many of the compoſitions and ſimples as, 
were judged neceſſary, are arranged. 


IV. The limits aſſigned to the work 
would not admit of formulz; nor do I 
think them by any means neceſſary.

ſuppoſe, that there 1s any medical prac- 
titioner, who cannot give directions for 
making them into draughts, boluſes, 
or other forms that may be required, 
The vehicles ſhould be either perfectly 
innocent, (as aq. pura, ſyr. ſimp. &c.)

We may know the dog to be mad by his dull 
heavy look, endeavouring to hide himſelf ; | 
ſeldom or ever barking ; angry and Ynarls at 
ſtrangers, but fawns on his owner; refuſes all 
food, droops, hangs down his ears and tail, 
and often lays down as if going to ſleep; this 

x is the firſt ſtage. 
. He now begins to breathe quick and heavy, 
| ſhoots out his tongue, ſlavers, and froths at 
the mouth; looks half aſleep ; flies ſuddenly 
at byſtanders; runs forward in a curve line; 
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at length he knows not his owner, his eyes 
become thick and dim, and water runs from 
them ; tongue of a lead colour ; grows weak 
and faint; often falls down, then rifes, and 
aitempts to fly at ſomething ; grows mad and 
furious; the nearer to this ſtate, the more 
dangerous the bite, | 


If the ſtate of the dog cannot be obtained, he 


may be known to have been mad, or the diſ- 
order may be known to be this by the follow- 
ing effects, which will come on ſooner or la- 
ter: The bitten part begins to be painful, 
wandering pains come on gradually, with hea- 
vineſs and uneaſineſs; diſturbed ſleep, fright- 
ful dreams, ſtartings, ſpaſms, ſighing, anxiety, 
love of ſolitude; pains ſhoot from the bitten 
part up to the throat, with ſtraightneſs, ſen- 
ſation of choaking, and horror or dread at 
ſight of water or other liquids, which is a ſuf- 
ficient characteriſtic of the diſeaſe. 
TREATMENT. Cut out the bitten part imme- 
diately, which is the only certain cure: cup- 
ping- glaſſes ſhould then be applied ; cauterize 
and waſh it daily with ſalt water, or ung. czrul.

SYMPTOMS, Heavineſs, laſũtude, low ſpirits, 
offenſive breath, tender gums, ſallow bloated 
countenance, hemorrhages from the noſe and 
mouth, difficult breathing, ſwelling of the legs, 
| yellow, purple, or livid ſpots on the ſkin ; 
tumours in the limbs; contraction of the ten- 
dons of the ham; other ſymptoms occur, but 
they differ in different ſubjects, as do likewiſe 
thoſe above- mentioned; and the diſeaſe is in 
general ſufficiently known, It is, however, 
di-tinguiſhed into Sea and Land Scurvy. 
TREATMENT. In the Sea Scurvy, the juices 
are diſpoſed to putridity from the uſe of ani- 
mal food, and moiſt air; antiſeptics therefore 
will be proper, as vegetables, vegetable acids, 
fruit, cyder, &c. Infuſion of malt, in defect 
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of theſe, or liquors made of molaſſes or ſugar. 

Bark, and elix. vitr. acid. good. Liquids im- 

pregnated with fixed air for common drink, 

and wholeſome air. Chalybeates have been 

found ſerviceable, eſpecially when joined with 

the bitters, or bark. | 

The Land Scurvy (improperly ſo called) is Mile 
a cutaneous diſeaſe; ſcurfy or ſcabby eruptions 
appear, either partially, or more univerſally ; 
often with itching and heat. b 

The antimonial alteratives, with gentle mercu- 
rials, are often efficacious ; aq. calcis c. ſucc, 
ſcorbutic, or the like, may be uſed with them. 
Cream of tartar and flowers of ſulphur are 
good. The parts may be anointed with ſatur- 
nine liniments, with a little white precipitate 
xf neceſſary. |

that is ſubdued by a proper mercurial courſe, 
the other ſymptoms will either diſappear, or 
may be removed by requiſite methods. A 
Gleet, for example, will ſometimes remain after 
the diſorder is cured ; and muſt be treated with 
corroborants, ard, if neceſſary, aſtringent injec- 
tions; the cold bath, and a ſtrengthening diet.

ſpermaceti, or other balſamics, are good. In 
vomitings, the beſt form of medicine is pills. 
Vomitin gs are often ſymptomatic, as in fits of the 
gravel, pregnancy, &c. the original diſorder.

and for the aſcarides, oil of olives, or the 
fumes of tobacco thrown up the re&tum ; for 
the tape worm, the male fern root 3j. every 
hour for three times, and preſently after a 
ſtrong draſtic mercurial purge. See Dr. Sim- 
mons's ingenious pamphlet on the ſubject. Cor- 
roborants are proper after a courſe of anthel. 
mintic medicines.
